The 
Western arid Southed Convention at Cincin¬ 
nati, numbered nearly 4,000; a late Conven¬ 
tion in Vermont, from 2,000 to 3,000; and 
another in New York, about 3,000. A 
Great Eastern Convention is to be held in 
Faneuil Hall in the autumn, which will proba¬ 
bly exceed any other ever held in the country.
